X. Experiments concermng the Vibrations of 
Pendulums. <By the late W. Derham, 2). V. 
K <%. S. and Canon of Windfor. 

TH E Account which Mr. Bradley hath given 
in Philofofh. TranfaB. N° 432, of Obferva- 
tions made ac jamaica by Mr. Camfbel, with a 
nice Pendulum-Clock of Mr. Graham's making, 
brought to my Mind fome Experiments I made 
fome Yearsago, that may be of Ufe in Obfervations 
of this nature. 

The firft that I fhall take notice of, fhall be fome 
Experiments 1 made in the Year 1704, vvith ex- 
cellent Inftruments, conccrning the Vibrations of 
Pendulums in Vacuo; which were publifhed in the 
*Philofoph. TranfaSt. N D 294- The Sumof which 
is, That the Vibrations in Vacuo were Iarger than 
in the ofen Air, or Receiver unexhaufted : Alfb 
that the Enlargement or Diminution of the Vibra- 
tions, was conftantly in Proportion to the Quantity 
of Air, or Rarity, or Denfity thereof, which was 
left in the Receiver of the Air-Pump. And as the 
Vibrations were largcr or fhorter, fo the Times 
were augmented, or diminifhcd accordingly j viz,. 
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
